depends on a state of enlightenment in

The literature written in defense of 
fest laws and repressory legislation must 
always be examined not only for the 
arguments but for the purpose of seeing 
What was the frame of mind of such 
arg: ocnts.

| Ir wouLp seem from all that has found 


publicity with reference to Secretary Meyer's 
plan for the reform of navy yard manage- 
ment that it resolves itself into a return to 
the system long in vogue and abandoned 
only a few years ago. lormerly the com- 
mandant of a navy yard in this country was 
its general manager. He had charge not 
merely as an officer entrusted with the disci- 
pline of the yards, but as an administrator 
of its business affairs as well. He was expected to know all about 
the work carried on in the shops and docks, and was answerable for 
its efficient prosecution. 

It seemed to be the wiser plan, with the beginning of the move- 
ment looking to the upbuilding of a new navy on modern lines, to 
place the mechanical department of the navy yards in charge of a 
branch of the service commonly known as the bureau of construction. 
This relieved, or stripped, the commandant of much of his former 
responsibility and authority, and made the naval constructor the really 
important figure in the vards. It was found in time that this change

was not altogether satisfactory either to naval officers or to the . 


working force, and after investigation before a congressional com- 
mittee, it was decided to create departments, placing a responsible and 
rather independent head over each. | 

Secretary Meyer. during his recent trip abroad, took special 
care to inquire into the conduct of the great shipbuilding and _ ship- 
repairing establishments. He found in the celebrated Vickers con- 
cern a system of administration that seemed to meet the need of the 
navy vards on this side. This is a centralized system; places one man 
in full command of the establishment, aims to keep all operations 
within his reach and under his eve, and makes for economy and the 
elimination of waste. 

Measured by the rule which governs business in general, Secre- 
tary Mever seems to have hit upon the happiest and speediest method 
of arriving at the ends he has always had in view with regard to the 
better management of the navy yards. Divided authority, save under 
exceptional conditions, is never successtul. Sufficient checks can be 
provided against abuse of power placed in the hands of one man 
chosen to be responsible and accountable. It 1s much easier in all 
husiness to stop leaks and increase efheiency where authority is 
placed in a single person who is worthy of it, than where it 1s diffused 
among many, no matter how capable they may be individually.

Of course it 1s a 

laymen’s report, often on matters of peda- 

sogical technique; and it both loses and gains because of this fact. 
‘To professional educators it will not seem so valuable as the forth- 
coming report on New York city’s schools by Professor Hanus and 
lis associates; but to the ordinary taxpayer it will have a weight ot 
its own because non-professional. 

There seems to be a fair judgment of a group of officials who 
are forced to deal with unusually difficult conditions, some inherited 
from an era of admitted mismanagement and others inherent in the 
ever-increasing racial, religious and political complexity of the popula- 
tion. There are subterranean currents known both to school officials 
and to those investigators of which the ordinary citizen sees naught; 
and the record of the schools has to be read in the light of these facts. 

One of the chief merits of the report 1s that it registers an 

honest effort to institute tests of comparative efhciency between 
soston and similar urban centers based on such information as 1s 
available; and the unsatisfactory character of this data, owing to 
lack of uniformity in accounting, supports all that has been said by 
the bureau of municipal research for several years in the way of 
exhortation to reform. Without some such uniform system compari- 
sons of highest value cannot be made. 

The report, if it is widely read by taxpavers, which is doubtful, 
may serve yet another end. Those who dance must pay the fiddler. 
Ixpansion of curriculum must be followed by higher cost per capita. 
New subjects demand special teachers. The pedagogical standard 
cannot be set high and the rate of taxation low. If taxpavers, and 
mavors, realize this more than they sometimes do, school boards 
would escape much criticism that 1s futile and unintelligent.

to the gulf of Mexico. The claim will be 
made, it is said, that this diversion will 
certainly lower the level of the Great lakes, and that it may eventually 
lead to changes in climatic conditions that will endanger and pr bably 
ruin agriculture throughout the lake region and the Mississippi 
valley. The matter is sometimes treated lightly, sometimes contemp- 
tuously, by advocates of the lakes-to-gult deep waterway project, but 
it is evident that the promise of this new line of argument against 
their scheme for the promotion of cheaper transportation is in reality 
causing them considerable uneasiness. | 
| Oi course, the matter has been discussed casually heretofore 
in connection with the general question as to whether or not the 
volume of water necessary to the deep waterway enterprise would 
visibly or materially lower the level of the Great lakes. An interna- 
tional conterence had this phase of the question called to its attention. 
But in the past the subject has been touched upon superficially and 
by persons whose statements have carried only ordinary weight. 


Now, its understood, college professors of recognized high standing 


‘i]] appear betore the deep waterway convention and advance 
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theories and facts and figures going to show that the changing of 
the current of the lakes will not only dry up Niagara falls but so 
lengthen the winters, first in the upper and later in the lower lake 
regions, that the sections will no longer yield cereals or vegetables 
and will eventually become uninhabitable. 

As against the learned men who may take this position, there 
will be pitted, it is certain, an array of other learned men who will 
hold, as many practical ordinary men have already held, that the 
flow of water necessary to the deep waterway scheme will make no 
appreciable difference in the level of the inland seas. The point was 
raised when Chicago entered upon the construction of her drainage 
canal. Since Jan. 2, 1900, 300,000 cubic feet of water per minute 
has been flowing out of Lake Michigan through this canal and on 
toward the gulf, and there is no noticeable diminution so far in the 
quantity that remains behind. The basin of the St. Lawrence 1s the 
most wonderful fresh water reservoir in the world and the talk of 
affecting it seriously through any human agency seems extravagant. 
Yet those who are learned with regard to all such matters are entitled 
to, and should have, a hearing.

Tue dean of Radcliffe College has thought 
it necessary to make pupils under her care 
more appreciative of the worth of a sense of 
humor, for lack of which so many serious- 
minded persons who haunt academic groves 
are not free to get all that existence 
here has to offer. There is something 
encouraging about the choice of such a 
theme by such an offcial’at such an hour. 
May it not be due in part to the proximity of 
Radcliffe to the home and library of the author of essays called “The 
Gentle Reader,” and “The Understanding Heart’? It was just 
around the corner on the Appian Way that John Holmes lived, and 
across the ancient Cambridge common both he and his brother, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, were born and brought up, two of the 
keenest wits and most jocund wags that ever came forth from a New 
Ikngland parsonage. No wonder, then, that out from such an 
environment of the Holmes and the Lowell of the past and the 
Crothers of today, there should come an academic call for greater 
appreciation of humor by college vouth! 

But a sense of humor, like everything else, needs training. 
Allowed to grow to excess it may become .as monstrously ugly as, 
by prolubition and starvation, 1t may become repulsively attenuated. 
Persons may have it too acutely keved for the things of lite that are 
vulgar, and dull to better things: Whereof a plain example is now 
being given in boston by audiences attending the Irish plays of Synge 
and Lady Gregory. Certain groups of society, day after day and 
night after night, send in spectators and auditors, who laugh when 
they should weep and giggle when they should shudder. Years of 
incessant attendance on plavs‘and comic operas with humor of a gross 
and sentimental kind have hardened them, so that 1f humor is found 
In connection with sentiment, with mysticism and tragedy, and 
blended after a manner that is unique—as it is in the Irish peasant’s 
lite and thought—these folk do not know how to respond save in 
ways that force the major portion of the audience to hiss them into 
silence. Boston's experience will be repeated as the Irish players 
move about the country. It 1s a social phenomenon and a universally 
prevalent condition of the theater-going public that is diselosed and 
not a local fault. 

Humor—a sense of humor—is an asset rare in value, but it also 
is a hability. Ilaving it egotists are partially modified and often 
saved from their own folly. As a lubricant it keeps many a family, 
shop, school and administrative office from hot-boxes and tie-ups. It 
is the foe of cynicism and the enemy of sham, and without it no man 
can win the heart of the modern democracy. But just the same 
much depends upon with whom, at what, and why you laugh. There 
are far too many tolk now who would laugh at Hamlet. 


A FLAG made of 500,000 red, white and blue asters is to creet

CANADA 1s soon to begin the coinage of its 
own five and ten dollar pieces from its own 
gold in its own mint. Two or three ports 
of interest have arisen in connection with this 
Matter. 
the words “Dei Gratia,” familiar to all hand- 
lers of British and British colonial coin for 
generations, are omitted from the inscriptions 
on Canadian coins of the present reign. The 
Ning George coins of Great Britain contain 
the phrase. All Canadian, as all British, coin in the last reign bore 
the inscription, “Edwardus VII. Dei Gratia, Rex Imperator.” The 
Canadian coin under the present reign bears only the inscription 
“Georgius V., et Ind. Imp.’ The deputy master of the Canadian 
mint says that all dies come from the other side and that the Domimon 
mint is not, therefore, responsible for the change. Judging from 
the tone of the Canadian press, the change is not desirable. 

»o far as the gold pieces about to be minted are concerned, it 1s 
a reasonable presumption that the time honored phrase will be 
restored, as it is likely to be in all future Canadian coinage. There 
is reason for believing that the British-made dies for Canada will 
hereafter contain it, since the demand for its restoration is great. In 
the meantime, another question has arisen. The new Canadian five 
dollar gold piece will be worth its face value. But it will resemble 
very closely the British sovereign, which is worth only $4.86 in 
Canada or in the United States. Already, and before the former has 
appeared, there is perturbation lest the two may become confused and 
the careless may be led to accept tor five dollars a gold coin worth 14 
cents less than that amount. That there is little cause for alarm on 
this score, however, is made evident by the taet that the use of bills 
in Canada 1s as general as in the United States. Practically all busi- 
ness 1s transacted with paper money, so that the tive dollar gold piece 
over there 1s seen as selelom as the five dollar gold piece over here. 
On the other hand, the Brftish sovereign 1s as rarely seen in business 
in Canada as the pound note. 

Canadas departure in the matter of:comage, and the problems 
that grow out of it, recall once more the periodically recurring move- 
ment for the coinage ot gold and silver pieces which would be inter- 
changeable all the world aver. As a beginning, it has ‘often been put 
forward as a feasible step that a German 20-mark piece, a French 
25-franc piece, a British sovereign, and an American five dollar piece, 
all of gold, could be made ot one weight and fineness so that all would 
be of like value and interchangeable. The Canadian tive dollar piece 
might now be added to this list. This step taken, the way to a 
uniform coinage and universal money system would be clearer, as 
would be, also, the way to an international fair trade system.
